were observed at the field, There were 22 other jets none o

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x MN ones. The report canfirms that Grossenhain airfield 
s occtpied by MiG-15s, According to another source, two 
fighter regiments are still stationed at the field, The objects 
observed under the wings of the planes are probably auxiliary 
fuel tanks. It is believed that all the iG-L5s stationed in 
the Soviet Zone of Germany have been provided with such 
auxiliary fuel tanks, However, the auxillary tanks are used 
only for special flights. 
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
